Liberal Leader and Archbishop 
of Canterbury Second 
the Address. 



London, Jan. 25.— In both houses of 
parliament to-day the galleries were 
tilled with notable gatherings of 
peeresses and diplomats. In the House 
of Lords, Lord Salisbury moved the 
reply to the King's speech, in a speech 
full of emotion. He said that, in per- 
forming the saddest duty that had ever 
befallen him, he was only echoing the 
sorrow, deeper than he had ever seen, 
of the nation, which hud been called 
forth by the singular lots; under the dis- 
pensation of Providence, they had Buf- 
fered, and their admiration of the glori- 
ous reign and splendid character of the 
sovereign they had lost. 

Being u constitutional monarch, with 
restricted [lowers, she had reigned by 
sheer force of character, by the love- 
ubleness of her disposition, and by her 
hold on the hearts of her subjects. The 
example which she set of governing by 
esteem and love would never be forgot- 
ten, nor how much she had assisted' in 
the elevation of her people by their 
simple contemplation of her brilliant 
qualities as wife, mother and woman. 
Her wonderful powers of observing 
with absolute strictness, the limits of 
her [lowers as a constitutional sovereign, 
at the same time maintaining steady 
and persistent inllucuce on the actions of 
her ministers, inspired the greatest ad- 
miration. She always maintained a 
rigorous supervision over public affairs, 
giving her ministers the benefit of her 
advice, and warning them of dangers. 
No minister could disregard her views 
or press her to disregard them without 
feeling that he had incurred a great 
danger. She had brought the country 
peacefully through a great period. She 
possessed extraordinary knowledge of 
what people would think. He hud al- 
ways said that when he knew what the 
Queen thought, he knew for a certainty 
what her subjects would think, especially 
the middle classes. 

The King came to the throne with the 
one great advantage of having before 
him the greatest example possible. He 
had been familiar for a generation with 
political and social life. He enjoyed 
enormous popularity, and was almost as 
much beloved in foreign courts and 
countries. Congratulations could be 
tendered him with earnest sincerity in 
the belief that he will adorn the throne, 
and he no unworthy successor of the 
Queen. 

Lord Kimherley, the Liberal leader in 
the House ot Lords, and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury seconded the address. 

Lord Kimherley said he desired to 
echo every word of the noble Marquis. 
His access to the sovereign dated httt'k 
to an even earlier period than the Mar- 
quis. He had always been struck with 
the extraordinary consideration and 
kindness which marked Her Majesty's 
conduct towards all who came in contact 
with her. He was simply amazed at the 
sound, real knowledge she possessed of 
all important affairs. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury said the 
Queen's influence as a truly religious 
woman wan far greater than anything 
exercised by the wisest statesman or 
cleverest administrator. 

The House then adjourned. 

The Imperial German yacht Hohen- 
zollern, escorted by the third-class 
cruiser Nymphe, was signalled during 
the afternoon at Dover. The yacht will 
come to Cowes, and the cruiser will pro- 
ceed to Portsmouth. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, secretary 
of state for foreign affairs, came to Os- 
borne to-day, by special command of the 
King. He will be presented to Emperor 
William. 

IN CATHOLIC CHURCHES. 

London, Jan. 20.— Cardinal Vuughnn, 
in the course of a very sympathetic let- 
tor to be read in the Catholic churches 
in London, pays an eloquent tribute to 
Queen Victoria. 

Th« Morning Leader says that the ex- 
ecutors of Queen Victoria's will are 
Princess Beatrice, the Duke of Con- 
naught and Lieut.-Col. Sir Fleetwood 
Ishiun Edwards, who was keeper of 
Her Majesty'* privy purse from 1S95, 
and extra equerry to the Queen from 
1SS0.

By the King's Command the 
Coffin Lid is Finally 
Closed, 



Soldiers With Arms Reversed 
Keep Silent Guard in the 
Chapel. 



Cowes, Isle of Wight, Jan. 2b\— (12:45 
a. m.) — With a pathos and solemnity 
which seldom mark the passing from 
daylight into darkness of the eolfln, the 
royal family yesterday took their last 
loving look at the features of the dead 
Queen. 

About 1U o'clock In the morning the 
shell was brought into the bedroom, 
where were waiting King Edward, Em- 
peror William, the Duke of Connaught, 
Sir James Reid, and the royal ladies. 
The latter having retired, Sir James 
Iteid, with reverent hands, assisted by 
three trusted household servants, and in 
the presence of the King, the Emperor 
and the Duke, removed the body from 
the bed to the coffin. In death it was 
lovelier than in the closing days of life. 
Not a trace of ravages of disease was 
visible. The sen-ants having retired, 
Queen Alexandra, the Princess and the 
children were recalled, and with linger- 
ing steps and stilled sobs they passed 
slowly before the white-robed and peace- 
ful figure. 

At the- foot, never moving, stood the 
King, and wdieu the mourning crowd 
[iassed there remained only the son and 
grandson of the Queen. Emperor Wil- 
liam wept even more bitterly than the 
royal ladies. Finally he also retired, 
and the King was left alone. Sir James 
Reid, beckoning to the servants with 
the coffin lid, asked the King's instruc- 
tions. 

For a few seconds the King stood 
speechless, stricken with emotion at the 
last farewell. Then lie said, quickly: 
"Close it quickly; it must not be 
opened again." 

Thus the remains of Britain's greatest 
ruler were forever closed from human 
view. 

Reverently the collin was borne into 
the dining room! Officers and men from 
the royal yacht took their stand around 
the collin, over which the King, Queen 
and Kaiser gently laid the robes of a 
Knight of the Garter, placing at tho 
head a diamond crown. Beneath lay 
the Royal Ensign, while hanging above 
was the Union Jack. At the altar was 
the Rector of Whippinghnm, who read a 
portion of the funeral service in the 
presence of the royal family. 

After the benediction, each placed a 
wreath upon the collin, and all retired. 

A correspondent of the Associated 
Press is informed that the Queen's will 
has not been opened, and, according to 
present arrangements, it will not be 
opened until after the funeral, its details 
being unknown to the royal family. 

A significant feature of all the death- 
bed scenes has been the absolute natural- 
ness and absence of false or dramatic 
elements on the part of the King and 
Emperor William. 

According to a rumor circulated at 
Osborne Kiyig Edward desired himself 
to be styled V His Imperial Majesty," in 
order to emphasize the fact that he is 
Emperor as well as King. 

To-day (Saturday) the local volunteers 
and the' forces in the vicinity will pass 
through the chapelle nrdente. After 
these will pass the correspondents of the- 
leading papers of the world. 

A very remarkable feature of all the 
proceedings is the intense martial air 
which pervaded them. 

The naval parade off Spithead is to be 
the greatest, if possible, the world ever 
saw: and the military arrangements at 
'Windsor will eclipse anything of the 
kind ever attempted. To-night Grena- 
diers mounted their silent guard over 
the collin, with guns reversed, arms 
crossed and heads bent. The silence is 
unbroken save by an occasional shuttle 
of the soldiers in changing their uneasy 
positions. 



TORONTO STCKLY. 

Deaths From Pulmonary Diseases and 
Diphtheria Greatly Increase- 
Toronto, Jan. 25— (Special)— Some idea 
of the ravages of grippe in the city dur- 
ing the last few weeks may be gathered 
from the fact that already this month CO 
deaths from acute pulmonary diseases 
have been reported at the city hall. The 
total number of deaths reported up to 
this evening was 2TS, and during the 
whole of last January the number was 
only 205. In I'.IIX) the deaths from pul- 
monary diseases numbered 23 for the 
month' of January. If the present rate 
holds, the deaths from similar causes 
this month will be three times as great 
as during the same month last year. 
Deaths from diphtheria numbered 10 
last January. This month to date the 
number reported is It!. 

EXTRA SESSION. 

United States Congress May Be Obliged 
to Hold One. 

Washington, Jan. 25— The brief recom- 
mendation in the message of the Presi- 
dent sent to the Senate to-day, urging 
immediate legislation in the interest of 
the Filipinos, caused general surprise 
among senators, and occasioned specula- 
tion upon the probability of an extra 
session of congress immediately after 
March 4. Senators generally say they 
have had no intimation from the White 
House that a special session of the en- 
tire congress may be desirable, but they 
unite as one man in saying that no Phil- 
ippine legislation is possible during the 
remaining five weeks of the present ses- 
sion.

INDIAN WAR TH KATE NED. 

Non-Treaty Choctaw Snaked Plan to 
Dest'rcy Railways in Indian 
Territory. 

South McAllister, I. T., Jan. 24.— 
Scoutb sent out from this city hu.ve re- 
turned with reports that the rumored 
Indian rising is quite n serious affair. A 
number of disaffected Choctaw.* have 
joined with some Creek SnakeH, and, 
under the name of Choctaw Snakes 
threaten to destroy the railway bridges 
and section houses in the Indiaji Terri- 
tory. These Indiums are outside of the 
treaty, and have long had a grievance 
against the government, whom, they al- 
lege, have failed to grant their just de- 
mands. They are opposed to treaty In- 
dians leasing land* to whites, and de- 
clare that they will punioli those Indians 
who lease their lauds, by Hogging them 
for the first offence, cutting of their ears 
for the second, and put them to death for 
tho third.

" I have received with deep regret the 
news of the death of Her August 
Majesty the Queen, the mother of Your 
Majesty. Profoundly moved by thir 
mourning event, 1 hasten to express tc 
Your Majesty my most sincere condol 
dices." 

The Sultan has telegraphed to Lm 
peror William and to Empress Frederic! 
similar expressions of sympathy. 

Washington, Jan. 25.— The following is 
the text of the reply which the President 
received from King Edward VII. in an- 
swer to his message of condolence on 
the death of the Queen: 

" Osborne, Jan. 24.— The President, 
White House: I am most grateful for 
vour kind sympathy in the irreparable 
ioss which the nation and I have sus 
tained. I felt convinced that it would 
be shared by you and the American 
people."

Schooner Detinue 
Here to Sydney 

The four-masted schooner Defiance, 
under command of Capt. Blumin, which 
took a cargo of lumber from British 
Columbia to Sydney, reported on her 
arrival, shortly before the sailing of It. 
M. S. Aorangf, having passed a derelict 
about TO mih'S off Norfolk island. The 
schooner carried light winds across, and 
was li7 days making the passage. When 
to the southwest of Norfolk island about 
7(1 miles— to be exact, in 34 S., 100.25 10. 
—she sighted a derelict vessel, which 
Capt. libitum took to be from 200 to 300 
tuns burden. As near as he could judge, 
100 feet of her keel was above water, 
and the derelict seemed to have been 
Moating about for a month or two. It 
was tile captain's opinion that the vessel 
would drift south to southwest, and thus 
gradually come more in the track of ship- 
ping. There was nothing to indicate 
the identity of the vessel. 

The French Journal, La France Aua- 
trale, published at New Caledonia, on 
the L!— nil November contained the follow- 
ing report: " The director of the interior 
has informed the authorities that a raft 
composed of half of a lower mast, cut 
through, and attached to which were 
some planks, drove ashore at Nakety 
Hay. Upon examination it was found 
that tlie spars were of pine. One of the 
spars had attached to it a chafing plate, 

the eap. The spars are yellow-painted. 
The raft had washed ashore on the l.'itli 
November, and it was judged to have 
eoino from some shipwrecked vessel." 
The question suggests itself that the raft 
belonged to the capsized vessel sighted 
by the Defiance.

REPORTS MOKE WRECKAGE. 

Bark Castle Rock Reports More Evi- 
dences of Disaster — A Long Drift. 

The British ship Castle Rock, Cap*. 
Jones, which arrived at 10:30 o'clock 
yesterday, being towed in from Car- 
mauaJi, where as told yesterday she was 
reported Thursday night, did not remain 
long in the Royal Roads. Her charter 
to carry ore has fallen through, and 'lie 
vessel is to load wheat at Taeoma, for 
which pert she sailed at noon yesterday. 
Contrary to the expectation of many, in 
view of the long passage of the vessel, 
there was not a spar out of place, ami 
not a sail torn. The weather being 
contrary was alone to blame for the de- 
layed passage and the chance for the 
speculators. 

Capt. Jones was not a bit snrprised 
to hear that his vessel was on the over- 
due market; in fact he bad expected 
that, and found pastime in surmising 
how high the rate would reach. He left 
Hongkong late in October, at the time 
of the northeast monsoons, and was a 
long while in getting through the China 
Sea. In mid-November the heavy ty- 
phoons which caused such great damage 
and so much loss of life at Hongkong 
and in Indo-China, were encountered, 
but no damage was done the vessel.

Beaie, he sighted the topmast and cross- 
trees of some sailing vessel, which looked 
ns if it had come from a vessel of 
medium size, and had evidently been in 
the water for some time. There was 
quite a lot of tackle and gear attached 
to the floating wrecjoipe, and from the 
appearance, Capt. -loues gathered that it 
had come from some American sailing 
ship although he could not say with 
any posit iveness that (he tackle was of 
American origin. 

On reaching this port. Capt. .Tones re- 
ceived letters telling him of the safety 
of a sister liner, which had long been on 
the overdue market, and as much as 4)0 
per cent, bad been paid on her. I bis

STILL UNDECIDED. 

While Many Think the Ardnnmurchan 
Lost, the Fact Cannot He Fixed. 

A despatch to the Colonist from Van- 
couver savs: " The Vancouver Packing 
Co. savs it is positive that the salmon 
ship believed to have been lost is the 
Ardnnmurchan. The company positively 
identifies the salmon shipped by it to be 
the same as that found on the beach 
near Astoria." 

As stated yesterday morning, the 
opinion prevalent here in many quarters 
to the same effect, while others sug- 
gest that the lost vessel, if wreck has 
occurred, may have been the Machrihan- 
ish. To state with any positiveness that 
it is either is more than can he done, in 
view of the scant information as yet 
to hand. True, salmon bearing all the 
marks of that found on the Oregon 
coast was loaded on the Ardnamurehnn, 
but similar murks of one or other of the 
three brands found were on other vessels 
of the fleet. A director of the Vancou- 
ver Packing Co. in Victoria states tiiat 
it is impossible to fix the vessel from the 
fact of salmon packed by that company 
having been found, for a great amount 
of their salmon was sold to shippers 
here ami at Vancouver, and loaded on 
different vessels. The company did not 
ship it themselves, and cannot, therefore, 
say what vessel it went on. As yet the 
vessel feared to have been lost has not 
been fixed, but the supposition from 
most sides favors the belief that she 
was the Ardnamurehnn. This vessel 
was fully insured. $90,000 of the insur- 
ance being held by the Imperial Hank. 

THE STRANDED POLTALLOCII. 
Representative of Salvage Company 

(Iocs From Victoria to the 
Scene of the Wreck. 

W. T. Wait, agent of the London 
Salvage Company, has gone from this 
city to North Cove, at the entrance to 
ShoaJwater Hay, to see what can be 
done to float the stranded ship Poltal- 
loch. The s!*ip went aground Novem- 
ber 27 during a dense fog, but her pres- 
ent position is not considered dangerous. 
It is not believed that the Poltnlloeh 
lias sustained any serious injuries.

THE FUTURE OF THE ISLAND. 

One of tin- chief objections that have 
! 'en made to the development of Vnn- 
' tiver Island is that it is nn island. My 
■■■ Mention during the last three flays Ins 
1 ' \ directed exclusively to the question 
car transportation by ferry, and I 
1' • been favored with special oppor- 
ies to get information on the sub- 
by the persons who are in the best 
1 dble position to know the possibilities 
1 tin' various features of this pnrticu- 
traffle, I do not propose to giro to 
•' " public the details of the information 
' iced at my disposal, as it was confi- 
(lential; but I may state tiny gener.il 
conclusion, which was that the carriage 
of cars by ferry is not only feasible for 
distances far greater than any between 
Vancouver Island and the Mainland, but 
that it is highly profitable, when suffi- 
cient tonnage offers to load the ferries. 

In view of the experience of the rail- 
way companies which have handled this 
sort of business, ami of the opinions the 
managers expressed to me, after being 
informed of the conditions to be encoun- 
tered in employing car ferries on the in- 
land coast waters of this province, I feel 
that we are no longer justified in look- 
ing upon water stretches which separate 
us from the Mainland, ns obstacles to 
development along any lines which the 
energy of our people may lead them to 
enter upon, and it will be with renewed 
confidence in what is possible of accom- 
plishment that I shall continue to do 
what little I am able to bring about the 
inauguration of an era of progress and 
prosperity for our Island. 

One tiling which lias much impressed 
me is the great ignorance prevailing in 
regard to the Island, which is all the 
more remarkable because the people I 
have talked with were, as a general 
thing, actively engaged in the trans- 
portation business. To them the Island 
is a name and nothing more, and I could 
not help thinking that, if we are so 
little known in transportation circles, the 
general public must be wholly ignorant. 
Lot me give an illustration. I talked 
with one of the? officers of a concern 
engaged almost exclusively in handling 
coal. They handle thousands upon 
thousands of tons. lie asked me if we 
had any coal in this part of the world 
and was utterly amazed when I told him 
that the United States Navy Department 
had, after full trial, pronounced Comox 
coal superior to the article which bo was 
handling in such enormous quantities. 
I was asked by a very active man. en- 
gaged in transportation business in Chi- 
cago—and his line is a transcontinental 
one— if we had tiny lumber here, ami if 
it was good for anything. Ho apologized 
later for the question by saying that lie 
supposed we were too far north. The 
Custom House officer at Windsor, ns 
we were watching the ferries break up 
the ice. asked how we broke up the ice 
in our C'oasl waters. Another man, and 
he was in the transportation business, 
asked how long traffic to Skagway was 
interrupted by ice. 

These questions, except that of the 
Custom House oilicer, were asked in the 
course of" discussion of the transportation 
problems of the Coast, which will show 
that they were seriously meant. It seems 
to me that we shall have to do a jrent 
deal more than we have yet done if we 
want to make the resources of our 
Island known to the world. 

Let me say in conclusion that I am 
more than ever satisfied that there is not 
in the Western Hemisphere another area 
equal in size to Vancouver Island, that 
•possesses anything like so groat, a 
variety and extent of resources, or can 
look as confidently forward to the de- 
velopments of the future.

24th as, next to 
Christmas, the irost popular and import- 
ant of holidays, and to pass it us an 
ordinary work-day will prove unnatural 
and even irksome to a great majority of 
British subjects, especially in Canada and 
the other colonies. His Majesty King 
Edward's birthday falls on November I), 
which in Eastern Canada, and even in 
our more temperate climate, marks the 
first darkening days of winter, and is, 
therefore, unfitted for more than observ- 
ance as a day of rest from labor, as a 
formal mark of respect for the sovereign. 
Queen Victoria's birthday, on the con- 
trary, came at a season when Nature 
was decked in her best attire, when men, 
women and children were in the happy, 
buoyant tuood that springtime engenders 
in every living being, and old and young 
feel an irresistible desire to "go umay 
ing." It were a thousand pities to se< 
the Queen's Birthday abolished, and the 
Colonist feels assured that Victorians, 
with win an it has become an annual 
event, and the people of the whole Do- 
minion, will favor the suggestion that 
the birthday of our loved and lamented 
Queen be preserved in perpetuity as 
public holiday in Canada, under the 
name of Empire Day. 

Ontario has already passed a law to 
that effect, so far as the schools are col 
corned; but the matter would be greatly 
simplified by the passage of a Dominion 
act, to which all would gladly acquiesce 
Senator Maedonald, of Victoria, as 
stated in yesterday's Colonist, introduced 
a bill in the Dominion Senate on the 
occasion of the sixtieth anniversary of 
her late .Majesty's birthday, declaring 
the 24th of May a perpetual holiday ii 
Canada, and it received the unanimous 
assent of the upper bouse. For some 
unexplained reason it was never brought 
to a vote in the House of Commons, an I 
it dropped out of sight in the press of 
business at subsequent sessions. if the 
Senator will revive his bill at the next 
session of parliament, providing that the 
24th of May be observed hereafter as 
" Empire Day," the Colonist, has no 
doubt lint that both houses will willingly 
pass the measure. Meantime Victoria 
should not forego her annual celebration, 
but set an example to her sister cities 
by making the observance of next May 
24th a noteworthy event, 

A despatch received at midnight from 
Ottawa announces that the proposal out- 
lined above has met with general favor 
in the East, ami that the government 
has expressed its intention of introducing 
a bill at the next session of parliament 
declaring May 24th Empire Day. This 
will be welcome news to all Canadians, 
and we hope it may lead to the Imperial 
parliament passing a similar act, making 
the holiday universal throughout the 
Empire. 

While commending the Dominion gov- 
ernment for its promise of prompt action 
in the matter, the Colonist would sug- 
gest that it would be a graceful act to 
allow Senator Maedonald to take charge 
of the bill of which he was the origin- 
ator. 



UNFAIR CRITICISM. 



EMPIRE DAY. 

Among the many startling changes that 
will bo brought about by the death of 
Her Gracious Majesty Victoria I., none 
will strike the older generation more 
painfully than the abolishment of the 
Queen's Birthday, May 24th. Young 
and old throughout the Empire have 



Criticism of the acts of a member of a 
government when those acts call for cen- 
sure is not only legitimate, but an im- 
portant part of the duty which a news- 
paper owes to the public, but a line 
should be drawn in cases where a causi 
of complaint obviously arises from tin 
malfeasance' of a subordinate whos6 
lapses cannot possibly be checked by tint 
head of the department. If the cashier of 
a branch bank should steal the money 
entrusted to his care, it would be mon- 
strous to .accuse the general manager at 
the head office of the . institution of 
neglect of duty in permitting the em- 
bezzlement. It is, therefore, ungenerous 
on the part of the Times to insinuate 
that the delay in the construction of a 
wagon road between Kcreiueos and 
Princeton, in the Slmilkameen mining 
division, is due to carelessness or neglect 
on the part of the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works. The Times ac- 
knowledges that the Chief Commissioner 
" is doing his utmost to handle his de- 
partment in a business-like way," and it 
is, or should be. perfectly well aware 
that the case which it cites as an in- 
stance of mismanagement of the Lands 
and Works Department, is one of which 
it was next to impossible that the Chief 
Commissioner should have personal 
knowledge, under the system which pre- 
vailed when he took office. Under it, 
after an appropriation for a road, bridge 
or other public improvement had been 
voted by the legislature, the details of 
the work wore confided to under-ofllcials, 
the government confiding in their ability 
and integrity to carry it to completion. 
The system was defective, inasmuch as 
it imposed too much responsibility on 
men who might prove extravagant, in- 
competent or dishonest. The new Chief 
Commissioner was not long in discover- 
ing this weak spot in the administration 
of his department, and he applied a 
check in the person of n provincial In- 
spector of Public Works, whose duty it 
is to visit every section of the province 
where public works are being prosecuted, 
and see that they are carried out 
to the letter of the specification and with 
due regard to economy. The appoint 
nient of this important official renders it 
impossible that a blunder, such us has 
caused the delay in. the construction of 
the Kereineos-Princeton road, should 
occur in the future. Meantime there 
is no reason to apprehend that the indi- 
vidual directly responsible for the unfor- 
tunate delay in providing a road for the 
Similkanieen miners will escape the 
punishment which his act merits. 

The Times, with its knowledge of the 
masterful character of the Chief Com- 
missioner, must be well aware -that lie 
is not likely to allow such a glnring in- 
stance of neglect of duty to go unpun- 
ished, and while the case (as we pre- 
sume) is under investigation it would

The Immigration Act passed at tho 
last session of the legislature, is having 
the effect of keeping Japanese laborers 
out of the province. Already two immi- 
grants who wore unable to comply with 
the provisions of the act requiring a.n 
educational test, have been prevented 
from landing, and now comes the infor- 
mation that the Japanese consul at Van- 
couver has advised bis government not 
to issue any passports to Japanese bound 
for Canada. This advice was sent late 
ia.it year, and it is believed that the 
government of Japan are now acting up- 
on it. A Japanese merchant spoken to 
yesterday, said lie understood that the 
consul had so advised the government, 
ami that the few now coming over held 
passports issued last year. As to the 
iwo Japs who came over on the steamer 
Victorian, and on being refused a land- 
ing, were taken to Seattle, it is not be- 
lieved that any effort will be made to 
have them landed here; in fact, from 
conversation with Japanese, it seems 
that there is a prospect of their being 
lauded on the Sound. Should they be 
brought on the Victoria when she passes 
here on her way back to the Orient, 
nothing would suit the steamship com- 
pany better than to have them landed by 
an order of the court, which would re- 
lieve them of tlie necessity of carrying 
them back to Yokohama, and would open 
the way to test the validity of the act. 
Tlie statement made a few days ago, 
that the steamship eompanys would not 
accept any more Japanese passengers orf 
ike orher side of the ocean until tlie net 
had been tested, is not correct. Tlie 
companies w ill continue to bring as 
many as apply for passage and let them 
light it out with the immigration officer 
when I'hey arrive here. If the advise 
of the consul is acted upon, however, 
there will be no immigration among the 
passengers, as immigrants cannot leave 
JajKMi without passports. 

Another matter that has been engag- 
ing llu> attention of tin' Japanese consul 
is I he treatment meted out to Japanese 
merchants by the United States immi- 
gration o HI cor a.t Seattle. Both Vic- 
toria and Seattle merchants are com- 
pelled lo go through the same routine 
as immigrants, being held at Port Town- 
send for examination by the quarantine 
officer, and to go through the other ex- 
amination required of immigrants. The 
steamship companies cannot help the 
merchants, as they arc subject to a fine 
if they do not class on their list all Jap- 
anese passengers as iimnigj-unts, even if 
they are British or America.ns. A short 
time ago a Jap who had resided in Ta- 
eotna for years and had taken out his 
papers, could not return to Taeonia 
from Victoria without going as an imuii- 
gicnt. The consul bus sent a protest to 
the ambassador at Washington, and is 
hopeful that the matter will bo so nr- 
ranged that merchants can visit the 
cities of the Sound, nnd those in Seattle 
ami Tncoms. come to Victoria as do mer- 
chants of other nationalities, without be- 
ing treated as is now the case by the 
United States officers.

Arthur L. Spencer Took Much Money 
From Victoria Chinese. 

Arthur L. Spencer, the alleged bogus 
Chinese interpreter, who is under arrest 
at Spokane for impersonating a United 
States Officials, is reported to nine 
swindled Victoria Chinese out of $2,000. 
Spencer is said to ha.ve represented him- 
self in Victoria to be a personal friend to 
high government officials at Washington, 
D. C, and prevailed upon the Chinese 
here to believe that the only thing neces- 
sary to obtain entrance into the United 
Stnt.es was the retention of his good will, 
which he dispensed for a consideration. 
Shortly before he was arrested in Spo- 
kane, Spencer WOS given a reception 
here by the Chinese. During the course 
of the evening the bogus inspector, in re- 
turn for courtesies shown, is said to have 
proved to the assembly to Inntl thirty- 
eight of their countrymen on Puget 
Sound shores for the sum of $38 each. 
The projxxsition was eagerly accepted, 
and Spencer is said to have collected that 
amount from each prospective resident 
before he left the city on the following 
day. 

Emboldened by the success of his 
work, tho wily Speneer could not refrain 
from again drawing upon a source which 
yielded such ready roturnH, and before 
his dupes had ascertained his identity, 
be returned to Victoria and sold pro 
miscuotisly 100 tickets a.t .fit) each to as 
many Chinese, llo is accused of hav- 
ing 'represented that bis signature at- 
tached to each bit of pasteboard "would, 
receive instant recognition on the Amer- 
ican side of the international boundary 
by local inspectors, whom he stated to 
the purchasers were but menials that 
worked entirely under his personal 
direction.

Labor Regulation Act Passed 
Last Seesion Brought 
Into Force.

Provincial Constables 
structed to See That It 
Is Enforced.

Another of the acts passed at the last 
session of the legislature aimed at the 
cheap Asiatic laborers has been brought 
into effect by the provincial government. 
This is the act known as the Labor Re- 
gulation Act, the full title of which is 
"An Act regulating the employment on 
works carried on under franchise* grant- 
ed by private acts." This act is the same 
in nature as the Immigration Act, which 
is now being successfully enforced 
against Japanese immigrants. It pro- 
vides that companies working under acts 
passed at Uie las*, session of the legisla- 
ture or any acts that may be puosed in 
the future, if only amendments to former 
acts, shall not employ any workman who 
"when asked to do so by a duly author- 
ized officer, shall fail to himself read in a 
language of Europe, this act." Any em- 
ployei, contractor or sub-contractor em- 
ploying any such person is liable to a 
line not exceeding $25, and not less than 
$10, or in default, imprisonment for 
thirty days. Any member, manager, 
director, officer or iigeut of a corporation 
who causes or procures any person to be 
engaged or employed contrary to the pro- 
visions of the act, or permits or connives 
at such engagement or employment, will 
be liable, upon summary conviction, to 
like penalties. 

The offender shall be liable to separate 
and successive penalties for each and 
every day during which any person shall 
be employed. 

in the event of any contravention ot 
the act, it shall he on the employer to 
prove that the person was not engaged or 
employed contrary to the provisions of 
the act. 

The government has appointed all pro- 
vincial constables to see that the act is 
observed, and has issued instructions to 
them. After quoting the act, the in- 
structions proceed: 

"(a) All provincial constables shall 
apply to all persons who, as they believe, 
are not able to comply with the provi- 
sions of the said section, and, through a 
person of the same nationality, able to 
speak the English language, and shall 
demand that satisfactory evidence be 
given that such suspects are able to 
comply with said section: 

"(b) It shall, for the time being, be 
deemed satisfactory if the person so ap- 
proached together with the person so 
interpreting, shall make a statutory 
declaration stating that the said suspect 
has read this act in a language of 
Europe; the copy of the act .in read shall 
be attached as an exhibit to the said 
declaration, and the person interpreting 
shall, in his declaration, declare that the 
suspect has read the said act, and in 
what language of Europe: 

"(c) The said declaration shall forth- 
with be forwarded to this department, 
and upon the provincial constable being 
notified by this department that the evi- 
dence given is satisfactory, he shall cer- 
tify, in form 'A' in the schedule to the 
said act, that tin- person is eligible for 
employment under the said act. 

" If any person so approached shall be 
unable to comply with the provisions of 
the said act, in manner before men- 
tioned, the provincial constable shall in- 
stitute proceedings as set forth in said 
section -1, and, upon a conviction being 
secured, at once notify this department, 
with a view that proceedings may be 
taken, if deemed advisable, under section 
!) of the said act. 

"Proceedings shall be taken, where 
sufficient evidence can be secured, 



against all agents or others conniving at 
the employment of persons unable to 
comply with the provisions or the said 
act, as set out in said section -1. 

"Any person who shall, in the presence 
of a provincial constable, read the said 
act in the English language, and make 
out, sign and read in the same language 
the form set out in schedule 'IS' to the' 
said act, shall be deemed to be exempt 
from the provisions thereof, and any 
provincial constable shall ctuT-'upim 
issuie to such person a certificate in 
form 'A' as set out in the sai.l schedule."

At the first meeting of the new board 
of school trustees, Dr. Lewis Hall was 
re-elected chairman, and it was decided 
after discussion on Dr. Hall's suggested 
changes in the regulations, to have two 
standing committees henceforth. This 
was the most important business trans- 
acted. 

Miss Grenfell forwarded a telegram, 
declining a position on the teaching staff. 
It was thereupon decided to confirm the 
action of the Superintendent in appoint- 
ing -Miss Johnson at a salary of $450. 
Mr. Bayley and Miss Banson were ap- 
pointed janitors of Hillside avenue and 
Itoek Hay schools, respectively. 

The Superintendent was instructed to 
advertise for tenders for the supply at 
eordwood, and also to have the roof 
of the High School repaired. 

Explaining his suggested changes in 
the regulations, the chairman thought it 
would facilitate matters to have fewer 
committees. The four standing commit- 
tees should be done away with and two 
committees— advisory and exeeut ve — 
substituted. Trustee Belyea had doubt 
about the successful working of this ar- 
rangement. There should be a finance 
committee. After some discussion it was 
decided to have but two committees- 
finance and buildings and ground.-.

A correspondent of the London Times 
points out that the distribution of a gra- 
tuity to tho troops, after a successful cam- 
pa inn, such as was provided In tbe War 
Office order recently published, appears to 
be a practice of undefined origin. It found 
early precedent In the cases In which u 
gratuity had been given to the men In 
Hell ot prize money. But even at the 
present lime there is no fixed rule which 
covers this small tax upon the nation in 
recognition ol the services of its troops. 
Turning back to the campaigns ot the last 
forty-five years, "gratultUes" have been 
awarded, under several denominations, and 
for various reasons. Thev uppearaed after 
the Crimea as a "field allowance" awarded 
for "bravery and endurance in the field." 
In the first China war (1S57) all the troops 
ei.gaged were sent lrom India, and reeeiv-' 
ed ilironghout the campaign Indian pay 
and allowances. In this Instances "batta," 
as it is called III India, Is sure to have been 
given as the Indian authorities have always 
beeij liberal In the matter of pay for mili- 
tary services, and it Is probable that the 
system of granting gratuities originated 
with the East India Company. Hut whe- 
ther It was given as an extra reward to, 
or in lieu of, prize money Is uncertain. 
That for special service iu the field Indi- 
vidual units received from the East India 
Company monetary rewards Is unques- 
tionable, us the writer mentions nn lustanc 
In which an old ex-sepoy, pointing to bin 
flourishing farm said that he bad purchased 
the ground with his share of the "batta" 
which was awarded to his regiment for 
capturing a Sikh battery on the bloody 
field of Chlllnnwalu. Hut though more 
recently the home authorities may have 
I preferred to say that the gratuity was 
I given in lieu of prize money, they have 
i constantly made the additional grant to 
those British troops which have served 
with Indian contingents, owing to the dis- 
content which lias been aroused among the 
former by the more liberal pay and allow- 
ances of the latter. Tills was the case In 
1S..H with regard to service In China, when 
tlie discrepancy was forcibly pointed out 
The demand was acceded to and the fate 
of pay to British troops improved. This 
allowance was ever and above the prize 
money which accrued. 

During the operations In the New Zealand 
campaign of lSiio. the general In command 
took upon himself to Issue what was term- 
ed "Held pay" on the same scale as had 
•been awarded In tlie Crimea. Although the 
authorities objected, a refund was not de- 
manded, but the Crimea warrant on tho 
Hibjcct was cancelled. After the campaign 
in Abyssinia. lStiT-OK. the "gratuity" crop- 
ped no with a new title; It was culled "do- 
nation batta," and was equivalent to six 
months' Indian pay. As the records state 
that this "batta" was given "In accord- 
ence with Indian rules and precedent." It 
may fairly be accepted that the Indian au- 
thorities made a custom of giving n certain 
percentage of pay as a reward. Iu propor- 
tion to tlie length of the campaign. The 
gold crown alone was valued at £2,000. 
With the Red River campaign of 1SG0 
coites another procedure, with the result 
that an additional monetary advantage ac- 
crued to tlie troops engaged. A special 
ration was Issued free of stoppages. Tills 
was equivalent to a money grant of about 
•*%d, a dfiy. The reasons for this allow- 
ance were: "The severity of the labor 
entailed upon the troops In the transport 
of the baggage and stores through tbe coun- 
try traversed by them, and In lieu of work- 
ing pnv to which thev would otherwise 
have been entitled." Iu 1872 on the West 
^onst of Africa the gratuity appears under 
,- title. "Climate pay" was allowed 
to sergeants and non-commissioned officers 
nt tlie rale of Is. per day. This was grant- 
ed rather ou account of the climate than 
on other grounds, and probably would not 
have been given If "Climate nay" had not 
been previously allowed to troops perman- 
ently employed on the west coast. It was 
granted In addition to a special ration 
adapted to tlie climate, and n further "gra- 
tuity" of thirty days' pay at the conclusion 
of the campaign. With regard to this latter 
gratuity. It Is distinctly slated that It was 
allotted in lieu of prize money. But it 
was more than this, as the prize money 
realized did not nearly reach the total sum 
divided. 

Tlie Pernk expedition, 1875-77. wns the 
occasion for much official quibbling over 
the question. As troops both from India 
and from home stations were employed, 
the old sore of the different emoluments 
for Identical service arose. "Extra batta" 
wns refused, but the Indln Office temporiz- 
ed by giving a "gratuity" under the title 
of "working pny," and ns It seemed bard 
on the British troops that they should re- 
ceive no analogous advantage, the home au- 
thorities agreed to allow the British troops 
.a gratuity equivalent to Dd. a day. After 
the campaign In South Africa In 1S77-8D. 
no special remuneration was given. In 
1S7!) nn application was nut forward for a 
gratuity, but It was found that a certain

ed, and the troops had to rest satisfied 
with this. After the Egyptian camcaJgn 
of l.SS'J we find the first Instance of a bona 
fide gratuity fixed on tbe share basis, sim- 
ilar to that which Is to be awarded to the 
troops that have taken part In the present 
campaign In South Africa. The reason 
assigned for paying this gratuity Is that 
the troops had suffered "great fatigue, 
and had been subjected to much privation. 
They were awarded n gratuity at the rate 
of i'2 iter share the number of shares be- 
ing regulated according to the rank of the 
recipient. The same procedure was carri- 
ed out for the campaign In the Soudnn In 
1884. The troops were rewarded In conse- 
quence of this "fatigue, privation and ex- 
ertion," entailed. 

About this period the treasury attempted 
to formulate n permanent scheme for reg- 
ulating the grant of gratuities In recogni- 
tion of war serv'ces. But the scheme failed 
to gain the approval of the military authori- 
ties A precedent was, however, establish- 
ed for we Hud that In the case of the 
troops which took part In the Nile cam- 
paign of 1880 a grant in £5 shares were Is- 
sued with £2 shares for the troops at Stta- 
klm ' The Indian government adopted the 
system and the men took part In the Hur- 
mah expedition In the same year received 
a bonus on the £2 basis. In 18fH a small 
gratuity was granted after the Sofa expo 



tlltlon. This was equivalent to about one 
month's pav. In 1S1M1 the precedent of the 
Eofn expedition was followed in the grunt 
of a gratuity for the Ashanti expedition. 
Cor the Soudan expedition. 1898. the gra- 
tuity unit was fixed at l!Os for each phase 
of the operations. Thus the troops which 
were present nt the Atbara and eventually 
wept on to Omdurmnn received their gra- 
tuity on a £3 basis.

LIVING RACES OF MANKIND. 

When Europeans tlrst settled In Australia 
the native population was probably about 
150,000 persons. It has been rapidly dimin- 
ishing ever since those days; and no wonder 
for the whites have taken the best of Ibe 
land and destroyed much of the game on 
which the blacks chlelly lived. Civilization, 
alas! brought disease and vice In Its train. 
Consumption, measles, small-pox, have had 
a large share In the work of destruction. 
The adoption of clothing, with all primitive 
people .undoubtedly Induces a great deal 
of lung disease. This may -at first appear 
Incredible, but it has been clearly proved. 
There Is a right way and a wrong way in 
everything; and clothing, which is a great 
protection If rigidly used. Is only a source 
of discomfort and danger to the creature 
that Is unaccustomed to it. The poor Ig- 
norant savage does not appreciate It, and 
would much rather be without clot lies. 
When he does adopt clothes, be frequently 
casts them aside Just when thev might be 
of the greatest service In protecting the 
body from cold. Lying down to sleep at 
night In a damp place without the covering 
he has worn throughout the da v. he courts 
the very diseases which are most fatal to 
native races. It Is lust the same In New 
Guineu, in Polynesia, and in most of the 
Pacific Islands, where consumption Is work- 
ing terrible havoc. 

In the year 1R51 the number of Australian 
Aborigines whs estimated at 55,000. In 1S03 
thev were put down at from 30.000 to 40.- 
000. The Government has taken some steps 
to endeavor to mitigate the grave evils In- 
dicted on the native population- evils for 
which the white people were clearly re- 
sponsible. But its action came too late. 
Between the years 1821 and 1842 the sum 
of £SO,000 was spent In the endeavor to 
protect and improve the condition of the 
natives. The Society for the protection of 
Aborigine's lias also been fullv engaged In 
tills work. Native schools were founded In 
Adelaide and elsewhere, and liberally sup- 
ported. But now the Adelaide tribe Is ex- 
tinct. 

Inferior races must of course give wnv 
and make room for those that are more 
highly civilized; but It Is sad to think how 
much crtieltc. vice, and wickedness is in- 
volve!] In the process. When Mr. Lloyd tlrst 
landed In Geeloug. In the year 1837. the 
Barraliool tribe numbered nearly :««); and 
hue looking fellows thev were. When he 
went away In 1853. then' were not many 
left. Seeing so few natives about he be- 
gun to make binaries about some of his 
dark Mends of enrlv days. The reply he 
received is so pathetic that we give as far 
as possible the very words: "Aha. Milter 
Looyed! Ballyyang dead, Jaga jaga dead. 
Panlcoronu dead land mnnv others they 
named. 1 The stranger white man came in 
Ills greni swimming vessel, and landed with 
Ills large animals and ills little animals, 
cainc with his 'boombooms' (double- 
rolled Kttnsi nnd his tents, and the great 
le struiigro look away the long inherited 
hunting grounds of the poor Bnrrabool cool- 
's and their children." Then, weeping 
linking their Ilea. Is. and holding up their 
amis In the bitterness of "."l r sorrow. 

hey exclaimed: ''Coolie, coolie. lie! 

Fhere are our coolies now? Where nre tmr 
fathers, mothers, brothers, sisters? Dead, 
all gone! dead!" 

In most places the blacks go about almost 
naked in the summer sens«ii. even In Cen- 
tra! and Southern Australia, when- the ■•ii- 
mate u changeable. What little thev wear 
partaken more of the nature of ornament 
than clothing. But during the cold season 
garments are npcessnry. The chief article 
of a man's wardrobe Is n girdle of plaited 
"ni« or bust: sometimes the hair of an an- 
imal may be used for tills purpose, or even 
tli" hair of another num. In which ease It 
Is generally considered a charm. Women at 
times wear an apron of emus' feathers. A 
man's girdle serves to onrrv his digging 
stick, his axe or Ills boomerang. Hats are 
altogether dispensed with, but the head may 
be decorated with teeth, fish bones, feath- 
ers, or the hushv tail of an animal. Some 
twist the hair with string painted rod. and 
decorated with the feathers of an emu. a 
cockatoo, or the tail of a dog. The younger 
men are particularly fond of ornaments for 
ih" nook, made of mother-of-pearl, teeth of 
various kinds, rrabs' claws, bits of recti or 
straw, but the old men despise such tilings. 
In the south during the cold season men 
and women' cover themselves with the skins 
of kangaroos, wearing them like Racks. 
Thev have no sense of shame; el it blue and 
modesty In their eves are not connected. 
There is a story of a girl who was presented 
by a lady with 11 petticoat. Tills she wore 
and displayed with some pride to her own 
people; thev. however, only leered at her 
for wonrlnc clothes like the white strangers 
nail (lie consequence was that In a few 
ilnva the petticoat was laid aside and the 
girl went about naked as before.

Interest in the famous case of Wil- 
liams v. the B. A. C, the trial of which 
is now proceeding in the Supreme court, 
before Mr. Justice Drake, is increasing. 
The major portion of yesterday's issue 
was taken up by Mr. l>u.vi»* crotre ; 
inntion of the plaintiff, Williams, who 
proved quite able to take care of him- 
self under the severe fire he was subject- 
ed to by the brilliant lawyer from Van- 
couver. 

To Mr. Davis, Mr. Williams said he 
was court stenographer in Spokane from 
1888 to lSllli. His interest in the pres- 
ent action wiih about $30,000. To the 
Englishes the suit was worth about 
5000,000. Mr. Henley was interested to 
the extent of ?4(i,()(K), and the two Pey- 
tons, $S70,000. All were witnesses. 

At the time of the agreement in Lon- 
don to sell the mine to the B. A. C. for 
$3,000,000, they all wauled to sell. They 
expected not only to get ?(> per share, 
but 10 per cent, of the matte shipment 
to the smelter. Witness admitted that 
they were all so anxious to Roll that ho 
was sent up to Itos.sla.nd on a special 
train. The Turner faction bad stated 
that witness had stolen the books and 
seal. He had taken the books, as ho 
had a right to do, but not the seal. 

He owned one-thirtieth of the mine, 
which had cost $30,000. At the time it 
wan considered advisable to sell, the 
shareholders were in "hot water*' — that 
is, there was a pool of the majority of 
the stock, of which the Turners were 
two of the three trustees. The Poy- 
tons were striving to break the pool, so 
that they could control their own stock. 
The Turners took out an injunction to 
j revent the pool being broken. 

Mr. Davis wanted to know why the 

majority stockholders could consider 
themselves as entitled to more for their 
stock than the minority. Witness re- 
plied, it was a mere business proposi- 
tion. 

Witness said there was only one meet- 
ing before the 27th of June, at which he 
was present. Subsequently there was a 
meeting in Heyhurn's office fit which 
he was present. Afterwards the con- 
tract form was drawn, which hn witnes.*- 
ed. He signed one document ratifying 
this contract, but. it was never complet- 
ed. This agreement lapsed, if the Le 
Roi shareholders ratified the deal. There 
were clauses in this agreement which he 
considered improper. 

Mr. Davis asked why he signed it, if 
that were so? Witness replied that 
they were asking the advice of Wake- 
field, though the latter was not acting 
as wit nous' attorney. 

Mr. Davis thought it strange that 
Wakefield signed for the largest share- 
holder (Mr. Peyton) without knowing 
the terms of the contract. 

Witness replied that one reason was 
that if the full terms became known, the. 
Turners would make it the basis of a 
restraining order. Wakefield was kept 
in ignorance of the terms of the agree- 
ment. 

At this stage the court adjourned for 
lunch. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Mr. Davis continued his cross-examin- 
ation of Mr. Williams in the afternoon. 
Witness swore that Mr. Mackintosh linil 
not said he would not buy out the Tur- 
ner interests without consulting the Pey- 
ton interest or without their consent. 
The only advice he (witness) had for 
not carrying out the contract was from 
Mr. Wakefield. Ho had a, conversation 
with him after Wakefield bad said: "It's 
all off." The contract did not specify 
when the first payment was to ho made. 
That was tin- way he read it. The allu- 
sion to the date of pa.ytnont. was very 
ambiguous. Peyton had authority tn 
sign the contract. 

Asked why he did not raise objections 
before signing, witness replied, he did 
not. know. One objection was that the 
stock was to be placed in a British Co- 
lumbia bank. 

Witness declined to state that the 
reason why Wakefield objected was be- 
cause Wakefield knew that it wns not 
provided in the agreement that extra 
money wax rot. to be paid to the major- 
ity stockholders. 

Mr. Davis asserted that witness had 
sworn so time and time again. 

Mr. Bodwell objected to this, and Mr. 
Davis, in reply, had the stenographer's 
notes read, and claimed that his point 
was proven. 

Witness 'ieclined to nay whether he 
luvl sworn to it or not. nnd explained 
that the trustee business wns left out 
of the contract, nnd other clauses were 
obieetionable. 

Wakefield never acted as witness' at- 
torney, and never had. His signing of 
the contract wn* a business proposition, 
and he agreed to sign for Col. Peyton 
Upon the fl/lvinc of 'the other stockhold- 
ers. Mr. Davis thought it strange that 
Wakefield would agree to sign the terms 
of the contract. 

Witness did not remember havinpr com- 
municated to Judge Hoyburn the terms 
of th" contract. He took a receipt from 
Mr. Wakefield for the stocks wbir-h ho 
turned over to him. (Receipt produced, 
which witness identified.) 

Mr. Davis asked why he did not avoid 
the danger of any 'lawwuits before pro- 
ceeding with iijiy other documents. Wit- 
ness contradicted his evidence of the 
morning, which, when read, showed that 
he said he feared lawsuits owing to the 
omission from the contract of the pro- 



vision for extra pay. Witness knew the 
terms, in Itossland, at which he was 
selling, hut not from Mr. Mackintosh. 

Mr. Davis read from u report of a trial 
at Itossland, in which witness was made 
to say that his shares were under op- 
tion to the B. A. C. Wakefield was au- 
thorized to carry out the agreement with 
the B. A. U, Mr. Davis read the escrow 
agreement between Wakefield and the 
stockholders, showing that the shares 
were to he dispocjed of at SO per share. 
The receipt which wars given Wakefield 
by witness on getting bis money was 
read by Mr. Davis, a lengthily-worded 
document, hi which no reference was 
made to any further sum which might 
be expected. Mr. Da via thought the 
omission very strange. 

Witness replied that Mr. Wakefield 
hud simply performed his pudt of the 
contract — the shares were not Hold un- 
der the escrow agreement — in the sense 
that they were ilnally disposed of. 

On the question ui the value of the. 
Le Rol mine, the price would of coarse, 
be affected by the success of the oper- 
ations—but witness considered $3,000,- 
000 a fair price. If the minority inter- 
ests could not be acquired for 120 years 
and shares went to .$20 each the major- 
ity shareholders would expect to get the 
difference between ${j aoid $20. 

Witness then recited again, at Mr. 
Duviu' request, what occurred at the in- 
terview with Governor Mackintosh at 
Peyton's office at Spokane. Producing 
the Liter which Peyton had written on 
that occasion, outlining an otter of re- 
lease, to Mr. Mackintosh, witness was 
subjected to a severe cross-examination 
by Mr. Davis on the question of what 
Mr. .Mackintosh had scut by cubic on the 
letter having been read and signed. Wit- 
ness did nut know what was in the ca- 
ble. 

Reading the letter, Mr. Davis got an 
admission from witness that permission 
was given Mackintosh, in one of the 
clmuses, to purchase the balance of the 
Le Roi stock at whatever figure he 
could agree upon. All of the letter had 
been road to Mr. Mackintosh, though 
the latter claimed that the last clause 
had not. That clause contained a stipu- 
lation that more money was to be paid 
the minority holders jf more than $6 
was paid the Turner interests. 

Mr. Davis wanted to know why wit- 
ness did not ask Mr. Mackintosh what 
price he would have to pay rh» Turner 
faction? 

Witness replied he did not know; he 
had an intimation what it would be. 
None of the other stockholders interested 
in the deal had, to his knowledge, made 
inquiries as to what the price would be. 

This concluded Mr. Davi.s' cross-exam- 
ination. 

Mr. liodwell asked Mr. Williams if he 
had a competence outside of whn.t lie 
would get if he won the suit. Witness 
replied that lie had enough to "eat regu- 
larly." He afterwards said he owned a 
block in Spokane worth over $250,000. 

I). N. Henley attorney-at-law at Spo- 
kane, wns the next witness. He wns 
present nt a meeting in Spokane with 
Mr. Mackintosh nnd Valentine Peyton. 
There was some talk about what would 
be done if the sale was not confirmed. 
Mr. Mackintosh talked about buying a 
majority of the stock, and witness said 
the majority would sell nt $0, if they 
were paid what Mackintosh was com- 
pelled to pay the Turner faction. Gov. 
Mackintosh said "Certainly. I will pay 
you that. We will not injure our friend's 
and reward our enemies." An arrange- 
ment was also made at the same time to 
turn over the stock to Mr. Wakefield, on 
trust, to hold anticipating the closing of 
the deal. Wakefield was to hold the 
stock subject to instructions. 

At tli is stage the court adjourned. Mr. 
Davis will cross-examine the last wit- 
ness this morning. 



Hurricane Works 

Devastation 



Vessels Wrecked and Fifty Lost 
on the Shores of New 
Britain. 



Miners Burned in Colliery Fire- 
Escaped from New 
Caledonia. 



News was received from New Britain 
by the steamer Aorangi of a hurricane, 
which, Tor severity, was unparalleled in 
the history of the island since the advent 
of the w hite settlers, 2. r > years ago. The 
hurricane, which raged for three days, 
December 7, 8 and 9, left in its wake 
scenes of death and desolation. On the 
morning of the 0th heavy squalls pass- 
ed over the Island from the northwest, 
and by the afternoon the wind was blow- 
ing a, gale, bringing with it a heavy 
ocean swell. The wind continued until 
the night or the 17th, when it increased 
to a li urrica no, and there was a tremen- 
dous sea running. It was on this after- 
noon that the most damage wan done at 
Herbertshohe, the white settlement, 
where the seas ran in with nm irri*ist- 
ablc force, carrying everything before 
them, and by night, the beach was 
strewn with, boats, launches, lighters 
and wreckage of every description. Ca- 
ble after cable gnve way, and the craft 
moored in the harbor, one after another, 
were dashed on the beach. Steamer 
Stettin, which has just arrived, was in 
danger of going ashore and this N. D. 
L. liner, together with the government 
steamer Stephen and the .steam yacht 
Kingfisher, of the Sacred Heart Mission, 
broke from her moorings and was dash- 
ed ashore, her bottom being at once 
knocked out. and in less than an hour 
she was a complete wreck. Soon after- 
wards the government wharf wns wash- 
ed away, and with the wreckage of in- 
numerable boats thrown high on the 
beach. Several large lighters piled up 
against the Forsyth Company wharf, 
and all were a maws of kindling wood in 
no time. On the 8th, the stone break- 
water surrounding the wharves of the 
New Guinea Company was totally beat- 
en down nnd the boats inside wrecked, 
the damage being estimated at a hun- 
dred thousand marks. A number of na- 
tives were drowned, othern had limbs 
broken and many were otherwise in- 
jured. On shore the ravages of the 
storm were also great. Miles of banana 
plantations were wrecked and great pri- 
vation will be caused on this account 
among the natives. 

News of a colliery fire, as a result of 
which five mca were burned to death, is 
brought by the Aorangi. The accident 
occurred n't Greta mines, large N. S. W. 
collieries-. Explosions like reports of can- 
non were heard on December 2.'?, and 
the engmeman, smelling fire, notified the 
manager, who descended the mine alone, 
nnd found a mass of . flame and smoke. 
There were five men at work, nnd he 
hurried for assistance. Within two' 
hoars rescue parties were at work, un- 
der the direction of the State Inspector 
of Mines. They were, however, unable

to iienetrnte to where the men were 
working, being repeatedly driven back, 
almost overcome. All night parties re- 
lieved each other, taking steps to block 
the fire. Next day the mine managers 
held a consultation, and it being consid- 
ered impossibly to do anything more to- 
wards rescuing the entombed men, they 
ordered the mine sealed down, that be- 
ing the only way to combat the fire. The 
scene at the sealing of the pit was a ter- 
rible one, wives, fami'ies and relatives 
of the lost men, hysterically striving to 
prevent the dosing of the mine. The 
dead are: Edwin Buck, George Fuller, 
John and Frederick Crowle, miners; 
and .Tnmcvs Hyslop, wheeler. Two nre 
married, one having a grown-up family. 

The finding of a black-painted cutter 
at Seaforth islands, on the west coast of 
Australia, by the police authorities, rid- 
ing at anchor off the islands, and appar- 
ently deserted, led to the discovery late 
last month, of the escape of a number 
of prisoners from the French penal set- 
tlement at New Caledonia. From a 
note left by one of the escapees in a cab- 
in of the cutter, it was found that hav- 
ing safely reached shore, they had aban- 
doned the vessel, which bad been stolen 
from her nnchorngc near their prison 
when they made their escape.
